OUR GUTHRIE CORRESPONDED 


Guthrie, June 26.—It having come 
to the knowledge 
of 
the 
banking 
board 01 the state that some banks, 
especially in sparcely settled districts 
‘are taking advantage of their having 
no competition and are charging ex- 
horbitant rates of interest, believing 
that the Bank Commissioner will not 
issue characters for additional banks 
in their community on account of 
lack of business to sustain additional 
banks. This fact has caused the bank­ 
ing board to recommend to the bank 
commissioner of the state that 
charter to a second bank in any such 
community should be issued 
when 
conditions are found to *be as above 
stated. 
The following letter on the subject 
was today 
addressed 
to 
John 
Thomas, lalihina, Okla., by Governor 
Haskell. 
“Replying to your letter of the 24th 
instant, I know 
you 
are 
one 
ol 
tjhose who understands that the or­ 
ganization of a state government in 
a great state like Oklahoma filled 
with a large and aggressive popula­ 
tion and extensive business interests. 
is a difficult task, and takes time and 
earnest study to get things going 
right, and it would be very surprising 
if we did not find it necessary to cut 
and try until we find the proper laws 
and rules necessary to produce the 
best results. 
The question is: 
Shall we issue 
a charter for a second bank in a 


town as small as six hundred popu­ 
lation. and 
where the surrounding 
country is only sparcely settled, and 
very little banking business? 
I understand that 
there 
is 
one 
bank already in your town with fif­ 
teen thousand dollars capital, and a 
total of only about twenty thousand 
dollars deposits. You understand that 
when 
the 
Oklahoma 
banking 
law' 
w'as adopted, that those who criticised 
it all over the Ignited States said 
that the law would stim ulate reckless 
and 
unsafe 
banking 
methods, 
and 
that little banks would spring up at 
e\ery cross roads in the state ^ lint II 
the unnecessary number 
of 
banks 
would result in numerous failures, 
and consequent losses to the deposi­ 
tors, and by reason of unstable con­ 
ditions, would make the banking law 
of Oklahoma a farce and a failure. 
We have shown that these prophe­ 
cies have not come true up to date, 
but we have done so by rigidly en­ 
forcing the law*, and keeping the num­ 
ber of banks limned to the reason­ 
able requirements of the people. 
Of course, we must not fail, how­ 
ever, to keep a careful watch of the 
people’s side of the question also. 
lf we limit the number of banks too 
closely, we have got to watch that 
the existing bank does not take ad­ 
vantage of its monopoly to unjustly 
oppress the people by charging ex-

travagant and usurious rates of inter­ 
est, and to prevent 
this 
abuse 
we 
have already a usury law inherited 
from the laws existing in Oklahoma 
Territory, when statehood began. The 
sultttance of the Oklahoma Territory 
usury law was that the legal rate 
of interest was seven percent, except 
wherein the parties by note or con­ 
tract in writing stipulated a greater 
rate of interest not exceeding twelve 
percent. 
The state constitution of Oklahoma 
reduced the legal 
interest rate so 
that the implied rate is now six per­ 
cent. and the maximum rate that may 
be charged by express contract in 
writing in ten percent. 
Any excess 
would be usury. 
The penalty for usury under the 
constitution is a forfeiture of all in­ 
terest in case a greater rate than 
ten percent, is sought to be col­ 
lected, and in event the usury has 
l>een 
collected 
or 
paid, 
the 
party 
paying the same has a right of action 
to recover double the amount paid, 
such action to he brought within two 
years. 
This is the substance of our usury 
law* at present, and of course can 
only be enforced by the parties them­ 
selves. The governor has no power 
or authority in any way to enforce 
these 
provisions, 
exception 
only 
w’here advice or persuasion is ef­ 
fective. 
•However, in order that the limited 
numlxer of banks in a community, 
where found necessary for the sta­ 
bility of our state banking law. shall 
abuse 
their privileges by 
reckless 
and extravagant interest rates, the 
state banking board has today adopt 
ed the following rule. 
"Whereas, it has come to the know­ 
ledge of the Banking Board of the 
State of Oklahoma that where there 
is one »l>ank only in a sparcely set­ 
tled community, that such banks in 
some parts of the state are taking 
advantage of the absence of compe­ 
tition to charge excessive rates of 
interest to the borrowers of the com 
munky, and relying upon the state 
bank commission to refuse a charter 
to an additional 
bank 
desiring to 
operate in the same locality by rea­ 
son of the limited amount of bank­ 
ing business, such condition being 
detrimental to the general 
welfare 
of the community, the State Bank­ 
ing Board does hereby recommend to 
the Bank Commissioner of the State 
that a charter to the second bank 
in any such community should be Is­ 
sued whenever it appears that the 
existing bank 
is charging interest 
rates to the borrowing public that

The penalty for usury under thi 


constitution 'is a forfeiture of all in 
terest in case a greater rate than 
ten percent 
is sought to Ije col 


iected, '-and in event the usury has 
been collected or paid, the 
pa*-tj 


paying the same has a right of action 
to recover* double the amount paid 
such action to be brought within two 
years. 


This is the substance of our usury 


law at present, and of course can 
only ibe enforced iby the parties them- 
selves The governor has no power 


authority in any way to .enforce 


these 
provisions, 
exception 
onlj 


where advice or persuasion is ef- 
fective. 


However, in order that the limited 


number of banks in a community 
where found necessary for ihe sta-

Guthrie, June 26—It having come 


to the Knowledge 
of 
the 
banking 


board of the state that some banks 
especially in sparcely settled districts 
'are taking advantage of their having 
no competition and are charging ex- 
horbitant rates of interest, believing 
that the Bank Commissioner will not 
issue characters for additional banks, 
in their community on account at 
lack of 'business to sustain additional 
ban'ks. This fact has caused the bank- 
ing board to recommend to the bank 
commissioner of the state 
that 


charter 'to a second1 bank 'in any such 
community should be Issued when 
conditions are found to 'be as above 
stated. 


The following letter on the subject 


was today 
addressed 
to

Thomas, Talihlna, Okla.. by Governor 
Haskell. 


"Replying to your letter of the 24th 


Instant, I know 
you are 
one of 


Vhose who understands, that the or- 
ganization of a state government in 
a great state Hke Oklahoma filled 
with a large and aggressive popula- 
tion and extensive business interests, 
is a difficult task, and takes time and 
earnest study to get things 
going 


right, and H would be very surprising 
if we did not find It necessary to cut 
and try until we find the proper laws 
and rules necessary to produce the 
best results. 


The question is: 
Shall we issue 


a charter for a second 'bank in a 


town as small as eix hundred popu- 
lation, and 'Where the 
surrounding 


country Is only scarcely settled, and 
very little banking business? 


J understand that 
th«re 
is 
one 


bank already in your town with fif- 
teen thousand dollars capital, and a 
total of only about twenty thousand 
dollars deposits. You understand that 
when 
the Oklahoma 
banking law 


was adopted, that those who criticised 
it all over the United States said 
that the law would stimulate reckless 
and 
unsafe 
bankliug methods, and 


thai little ban'ks would spring up at 
every cross roads in the state .until 
the unnecessary num'ber 
of 
banks 


would result in numerous 
failures, 


and consequent losses to the deposi- 
tors, and by reason of unstable con- 
ditions, would make the banking law 
of Oklahoma a farce and a failure. 


We have shown that these prophe- 


cies have not come true up to date, 
but re have done so by rigidly en- 
forcing the law, and 'keepins the num- 
ber of banks limited to the reason- 
able requirements of the people. 


Of course, we must not fail, how- 


ever, to keep a careful watch of the 
people's side of the question also. 
If we limit the number of banks too 
closely, we have got to watch that 
Che existing ibank does not take ad- 
vantage of its monopoly to unjustly 
oppress the people by charging ex-

travagant and usurious rates of inter- 
est, and to prevent this abuse we 
have already a usury law inherited 
from the laws existing In Oklahoma 
Territory when statehood began. The 
substance of the Oklahoma Territory 
usury law was 'that the legal rate 
of interest was seven percent, except 
wherein the parties toy note or con- 
tract In writing stipulated a greater 
rate of interest not exceeding twelv* 
percent. 


The state ccnst-itution of Oklahoma 


reduced the legal interest rate 
that the implied rate is now six -per- 
cent, and the maximum rate that may 
be charged >by express contract In 
writing in ten 'percent 
Any excess 


would be usury. 


The penalty for usury under the 


constitution <is a forfeiture of all in- 
terest in case a greater rate than 
ten percent 
is sought to l)e col- 


lected, '-and in event the usury has 
been collected or paid, the part) 
paying the same has a right, of action 
to recover* double the amount paid, 
such action to be brought within two 
years. 


This is the substance of our usury 


law at present, and of course can 
only ibe enforced iby the parties them- 
selves The governor has no power 
or authority in any way to .enforce 
these 
provisions, 
exception 
only 


wbere advice or persuasion is ef- 
fective. 


However, in order that the limited 


number of banks in a community, 
where found necessary for ihe sta- 
bility of our state 'banking iaw, shall 
aflnise their p;*i\ lieges iby 
reckless 


and extravagant interest rates, the 
state banking hoard has today adopt- 
ed the following rule, 


"'Whereas, it has come to the know- 


ledge of the Banking Board of the 
State of Oklahoma that where there 
is one -bank only in a sparcely set- 
tled community, that such banks in 
sj-nie parts of the state are taking 
ad\antage of the absence of compe- 
tition to charge excessive rates of 
interest to the 'borrowers of the com 
munDty, and relying upon the state 
bank commission to refuse a charter 
to an additional bank desiring to 
operate in the same locality rby rea- 
son of the limited, amount Q£ thank- 
ing business, such condition being 
detrimental to the general 
welfare 


of the -community, the -State Bank- 
ing Board does hereby recommend to 
;he Bank Commissioner of the State 
that a cha rter to the second bank 
in any such community should be 1s- 
su*d whenever it appears that the 
existing 'bank is charging interest 
rates to the borrowing public that

Some Idea of the wonderful progress 


of the German navy is gained when 
one realizes that Vice-Admiral Rein- 
hold von Werner, whose death is an- 
nounced at .the age of 84, saw prac- 
tically the birth of that navy as we 
now know it. When the German fleet 
was sold by auction In 1852 Werner 
secured a commission In the new Prus- 
sian navy, and during the war with 
Denmark he commanded one of the 
three steam frigates, then the prin- 
cipal ships of the Prussian navy. At 
the date of the formation of the feder- 
al navy Werner was director of dock- 
yards at Danxig 
In 1869, however, 


the deceased vice-admiral returned to 
active service, and at the time of his 
retirement in 1878 he held the com- 
mand of the Baltic station. 
He de- 


voted the last 30 years of his life to 
the patriotic task of popularizing the 
Idea of that aea power which he bad 
seen grow from Insignificant propor- 
tions to a strength which has done so 
much to stimulate the shipbuilding of 
other nations. He was a prolific writ- 
er, and his authorship extended over 
a long period.'

Raleigh, N. C., has the smallest bank 


In the state, this country, or the 
world, for that matter. It is the Wake 
County Savings bank, and was opened 
for business on the first day of Janu- 
ary, 1905. It was originally built as a 
hallway, but stalls were run to t 
side of it, and in the tiny room ttron 
left the bank was established. It has 
a front of 714 feet, all glass, consist- 
ing of a narrow door and a curved win- 
dow, and its depth is 25 feet. There 
is barely enough space above Its front 
for the sign in letters of gold. Next to 
it is a national bank of usual sr/.e and 
this makes the baby institution seem 
even smaller by comparison. Yet this 
little bank has been a success from the 
very start, has ove- 600 depositors 
and lt« assets aggregate $160,000. It 
has never failed to pay dividends to 
its stockholders, and has also paid 
over $10,000 In Interest to depositors. 


The president is William W. Vass,
